HE Palace of PILATE is 
made uſe of at this Day as a 
Lodging for the Turkiſh Governor, 
which the Grand Signior ſends eve- 
ry Year to Ferufalem. The ancient 


Pretorium ſerves them for a Kitchen. 


It is an arch'd Room, in which the 
Roman Preſidents were wont to 
exhibit Juſtice. Heretofore one 
aſcended by twenty eight Steps of 
Marble, which are now at Ryme, 
and are commonly call'd the Holy 
SHAaIrse 

In this Hall one may well be 
tran{purted in Mind, to think how 
our Saviour ſuffer'd a new Sort of 
Puniſhment, never *till then heard 
of, nor could have been invented, 
F 2 but 
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but by Devils in human Shape, 
which was thus. 5 

After the Man of Sorrows, Chriſt 
Feſus, was loos'd from the Pillar 
of Pain, he was re- inveſted in his 
Cloaths, then hall'd to the Pa- 
Jace of Pilate, there to ſerve for 
Paſtime to the Soldiers on the 
Guard. Sure there never was a | 
more cruel Diverſion under the 
Sun, than this, which was made at 
the Coſt of my Saviour. They 
haſtily ſtripp'd him of his Cloaths, 
which ſtuck to him with the clot- 
ted Blood, which they regarded 
not, but rent them off without Re- 
morſe or Compaſhon, thereby tear- 
ing and tormenting his poor ſore 
Body, and again expoſing him 
naked to the Eyes of thoſe ſhame- 
leſs Wretches. But is it poſſible 
that they ſhould be ſo cruel as to 
make this Spectacle of Pity, the 
Object of Diverſion or Laughter? 
Yes, for they put on him an old 
Scarlet Robe, and plac'd him on 


Jaſper 
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Jaſper Pillar, as upon a Throne, 
and plaited a Crown of Thorns, 
of Sea-Ruſhes, (which has feventy 
two Prickles) and put upon his 
Head, and a Cane in his Hand, in 
Form of a Scepter. Oh! behold the 
King of Kings thus equipp'd in 


mock Royalty ! there remains only 


their ſcoffing Compliments, to treat 
him as a King in Farce; and 1s it 
poſſible they can have the Heart 
to inſult over a poor Patient all 
in Blood, whoſe Body 1s torn from 
Head to Foot? One ſhould think 
that altho' they. were ignorant of 
his Divinity, or reflected not on 
the Greatneſs of his Miracles, or 
underſtood not the Excellency and 


Purity of his Life and Doctrine; 
yet, 1 ſay,. one ſhould think that 


common Humanity ſhould ingage 
em to compaſſionate his Sufferings. 
But behold, they proceed in their 
ſacrilegious Railery, and treat him 
like a King in Burleſque; one bends 
his Knee, ſaying, Hail King of the 


Tews, 
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Tewe, and at the ſame Time gives 
him a Box on the Ear; another 
fpits in his Face; a third takes the 
Wo out of his Hand, and there- 
with gives him a ſevere Blow on 
the Head, to make the Thorns en- 
ter; and ſo all in proportion, each 
ſtriving to out-do each other in ma- 
hcious mock Submiſſion, whilſt he 
ſuffer'd all with Meekneſs and Pa- 
tience, he who was King of Hea- 
ven and Farth, and could have 
commanded Thunder to ſtrike 'em, 
or with his Word have blaſted 
them to nothing, and ſo put 2 
Period to their barbarous Sport; 
but the holy Fe ſius ſat patiently, 
thus dreſs'd, thus mock'd, thus tor- 
mented, thus inſulted. 

Now let us refle& on our Sins, 
which procur'd our Saviour this 
horrid Coronation: It was Pride, 
Vanity, Ambition, with all their 
Branches and Adherents, which 
ingag'd this Monarch of the Uni- 
verſe to ſuffer this Treatment row 
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the worſt and vileſt of human Race. 
Let this Confideration make us to 


geteſt theſe Sins from the Bottom

publick Teſtimonies of their Pity 


and Affection towards this mot 
zuſt and perfect of all Men, the 
Saviour of the World. And 'tis

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more laudable Occaſion for Tears, 


than for theſe his Sufferings; ne- 


vertheleſs our Saviour, turning to-

they do to the dry? As if he ſhould

The Gate of FU DGMENT where 
our LORD heard bis Sentence of 
Death pronounc'd. 


HIS was a Gate that led out 

of Feruſalem, to go to the 
Place of Execution, which was 
call'd Mount Calvary, becauſe of 
the many Sculls with which it 
was furniſh'd. There is to be ſeen 
at this Day ſome Remains of this 
Gate, and the Pillar on which they 
hx'd the Sentence of Death, given 
againſt the Criminal led to Execu- 
tion. Which Sentence was read 
aloud, that the People might know 
for what Crimes the Priſoners were 
condemnd. Let us reflect how 
our bleſſed Lord, arriving at this 
Gate, fell on his Knees with great 
Humility, to hear his laſt Sentence,

OUNT CALYARY was 
1 a high Rock near the City, 
and was the Place of Execution 
for all Criminals, or Malefactors; 
but now, by the Enlargement or 
Alteration of the Buildings, it ſtands 
in the midſt of the Town, inclosd, 
with a very fine Church, and the 


Mount utelf is chang'd into a cu- 


rious Chapel, about twenty four 
Foot ſquare. To this Chapel one 
aſcends by nineteen Steps, but they 


are deeper than thoſe we common- 


ly have in our Houſes, Here is to 
* ſecn the Place of the Crucifixion, 
that is, the Place where the Cross 
was laid, whilit our Saviour Was 


faſten'd to it, and the Hole where- 


in 


» 
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in the Croſs was erected; as alſo 
the Station from whence the Vir- 

gin Mary, St. John the Evangeliſt, 
St. Mary Magdalen, and others, be- 
„ neld with great Affliction this 
areadful Tragedy. There are like- 
wiſe the Holes where the Croſſes 
of the two Thieves ſtood. That 
of the Good Thief is about four Foot 
„from our Saviour's; that of the Bad 
n Thief about fix Foot farther. There 
remains ſtill that miraculous Cleft 
of Mount Calvary, made by the 
Earthquake at the Death of our Sa- 
viour, Which is about a Foot from 
WW the Croſs of the Wicked Thief; 
making as it were a myſterious Se- 
paration between him and our 
e Saviour. This Chapel is eſteem'd 
the moſt holy Ground in the World, 
it being the Place where FESUS 
CHRIST, the Son of God, wrought 
the Salvation of Man by his Death 
on the Croſs.

weaken'd, which made them give

But theſe Pains, great 8 
they were, ſerv'd but as a Prologue 
to what was to follow in this hot- 
rible Tragedy. 
When he was come to the Top, 
they made him lay down his Crols 
on the Place of Crucifixion ; and 
whilſt Part of the Soldiers made 
the Hole wherein it was to be 
” erected 
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erected, fix d the ignominious Title, 
and prepard the Hammer, Nails, 
„e and Cords; others ſtrip'd him now 
to third Time, and in fo doing, re- 
d, new'd all his former Wounds, caus'd 
„be Scourging and other Cruelties; 
* WM which was a Sight ſo mournful, 
that the very Rufrians themſelves 
could not but have ſome Compaſ- 
fon towards him, thinking it a 


Us Mercy to haſten the Death of one 


Mm co miſerable, as if they had ſaid, Poor 
uw rere h, it is Time to put an End to 
th thy Life, not only to end thy Miſeries, 
* but to free the World from a Spectacle 


of ſo great Horror. Lye down on this 
1 dolorous Bed, and we will haſten 
uh Death, thereby to finiſh thy Suffer- 
gu nzs> And now behold the Man- 
ner of his Crucifixion. They take 
his right Hand, and placing it on 
the Hole prepar'd for it, with thir- 
teen Strokes, nail'd it to the Croſs. 
Oh! what Torment muſt it needs 
be, to pierce a Part ſo furniſh'd with 
Muſcles, Tendons, Veins, and Arte- 

3 ries, - 
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ries, which renders it extreaml 
ſenſible! And no doubt but his 
holy Mother felt each Counter- 
Stroke in her Heart; and that 
Source of Blood which flow 
from his Wounds, forc'd a River 
of Tears from her Eyes. After the 
right Hand was faſten'd, they came 
to the Left; but the Nerves were lo. 
ſhrunk and retir 'd, that they were 
forc'd to pull it very hard, to 
make 1t reach to the Hole prepar'd 
for it; then they nail'd it with 
thirteen Strokes of the Hammer. 
When they came to the Feet, they 
were oblig'd to uſe their utmoſt 
Force, to make them deſcend to the 
Holes prepar'd for them. In fine, 
they nail d them with eighteen 
Strokes of the Hammer, each one 
after the other. 

Behold now the Man of Sorrows 
crucify'd ! there remains nothing 
but to raiſe the Croſs, and fix it 
in the Place prepar'd ; but oh my

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muſt be! for the leaſt Jog, or Mo- 


tion, muſt needs cauſe a new Mar- 
tyrdom ; then what Miſery muſt 
one conceive he ſuffer'd by theſe 
cruel Rrifftans, who drag the Croſs 
with a rude and violent Motion, 
ind then let it fall with ſuch an 
impetuous Jolt into the Hole, that 
our Lord never felt ſo great Pain 
in the whole Courſe of his Paſhon 
tor one may 1magine that nothing 
could equal a Pain ſo acute and 
ſenſible.

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The Seventeenth STATION. 


The holy SEPULCHRE, where the 
Body of our LORD was laid. 


TY Garden of F9ſeph of Ari- 
 mathea, join'd to Mount Cal- 
vary; out of which rocky Moun- 
tain he had hewn a Sepulchre ; 
which he firſt hanſel'd with the 


Body of his belov'd Maſter Feſus 
Chriſt, thereby to teſtify the Ho- 


nour he had always born him, by 
this laſt Act of Reſpect to his dead 
Body. This Place is about ſeven 
Foot ſquare, and eight Foot high; 
it reſembles a little Chamber ; 
there 1s within a fmall jetting forth 
of the Rock, like an Altar or Table, 
on which the Body of our Lord 
was laid. The Door is ſo low, 
that one muſt ſtoop very much 
when one enters. At this Day the 
holy Sepulchre ſeems to be ſepa- 
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rated from Mount Calvary, by 


Means of the Church, which, as a- 


foreſaid, is built round the Mount; 


to make Room for which, they have 


hewn away Part of the Rock, and 
ſo causd this Separation. The 
holy Sepulchre is (as it were) in— 


chas'd in a Chapel, ſerving as 2 
Caſe for 1ts Preſervation. There 


are forty three little Silver Lamps, | 
and one of Gold, enrich'd with | 
precious Stones, which burn Night 
and Day, rendering the Place very | 
incommodious by their ſuffocating 


Heat. 


Enter then into this Sanctuary, 
O my Soul! to render thy laſt 
Reſpects to thy Redeemer. As thou 


haſt follow'd him Step by Step in 
all the Srations of his Paſhon and 
Death, accompany him to the 
Grave; and now behold what 
thou haſt to conſider.
